An Intervtevr 
Scott. 


A Boston clergyman visiting Washing- 


ton, ;n a letter to the Boston Jourhsii^ tliua 
describes a call on Gen. Scott; 


I had never seen him, nor .indeed, had 


any of our party, and we were quite -. excit- 
ed at the prospect of the little interviov? 
which had been promised ns. Long before 
the hour struck, we were in- the room which 
ha was to receive us; " We waited as patient- 
ly as impiitient people could for a whole 
hour, and then we heard his firm-tread'jnst 
outside the .door. We: had : all painted; his 
portrait on the retina of the mind's eye, 
and I for one gave him the stern and even 
forbidding appearance which should by na- 
ture mark the Victoria-many:battlea.. But 
when he came, my fancies all: fled on. the 
instant. His has a,frame that is perfectly 
immense, and when he staads before; you, 
towering; above,you as yoirdo above a child 
(it is said that he is six feet six; inches high) 
he impresses you with the. idea that ;he is 
an example of. the very sublime of human- 
ity. 
But he is feeble,, very feeble, and 


moves with great, caution. The eye. may 
have the same flash it always had; the 
mind may be surer in its action, than, ever, 
but the body will not last long ; the golden 
cord which, binds that great soul to th'e 
earth is too slender. 


As 1 took his proffered, hand and looked 


into his calm but rugged face, a feeling of 
sadness came, over me which I. have no 
words to express. He seemed to see thro1 
my thought, for he quietly .said, and I 
thought there was 'a mournful cadence in 
his voice, as though he felt that the hour 
might strike at any moment, when his hand 
should write no more and his mind direct 
the nation through .her sore trial:." You 
see, sir, how old I am ;' I canuot last much 
longer." I could not help saying in reply : 
"You 
must live, General ,Scott, until the 


end of our country's woe has come ; we 
need you now more than ever." He simply 
shook hia head, and said ;• " I cannot tell, 
I cannot tell." 


He then turned to my wife, and taking 


ier hand in his and lifting his hat as gal- 
lantly as an old mediaeval Knight, he said : 
•' And this fair lady does me great honor." 
He then said, again dwelling upon the fact 
of his own age, " You are both young," as 
though he were glad to go back to the days 
of his own youth, ar^ recall the time when 
le was just on the horizon of that fame 
which he afterward won. 
He spoke to my 


brother-also, and so gentle and even tender 
were his voice and manner, it was the gen- 
.leness and tenderness which are peculiar 
;o, and which consecrate the latter 'days of 
he truly great, that we all gathered round 
iim, and said'God bless you, GeneraVScott, 
almost with tears in our eyes. It .was an 
experience, like which we may not hare 
many in a long life-time. 


He could stay with us but a few minutes, 


or not only was he fatigued with seven 
jours of such work as would wear oat twen- 
.y common men, (I believe he is in his of- 
ice from seven to eight hours every day,) 
jut there was a crowd waiting outside' the 
door anxious to look at him, and to catch 
any word that might fall from his lips. • It 
s his custom to spend a few minutes at the 
door of his carriage to shake hands with 
hose who are anxious to see him. But of 
ate the crowd has increased to such a size 
hat to take the hand of each is impossible. 


To-day, as he stood on the sidewalk, I 


iaw a sight such as I have never before 
witnessed. Why it was I cannot tell, unless 
t be that common mortals are possessed of 
in instinctive politeness when in the pres- 
ence of one vastly their superior; but as the 
general stood before his carriage door, and 
urning to the crowd, spoke a lew words of 
dndly greeting, every man, to the very foot- 
man oa the curb, took off his hat. One 
_entleman who had served under him iu 
.812 
and 1846, recalled some Mexican 


cenes and memories. The eye of the gen- 
eral brightened, und with wonderful fresh- 
ness and accuracy, he recounted,' one by 
one, tfce friends of earlier days. But soon 
lis tone seemed to change as he said, " Yes, 


'. had many valued friends there, but now 
hey are nil dead/' He stood silent a mo- 
ment, as though lost in thought, and then 
suddenly recording himself, he turned to 
he gathering, and saying,:, with a wave of 
lis hand, " Good-by, gentlemen," .took his 
seat in the carriage and;was driven awav. 


BALLOON OBSERVATIONS.—Among other 


apparatus for the use of the .government 
during the. war, is,a monster balloon, which 
was yesterday afternoon inflated at the cor- 
ner of Massachusetts avenue and Third 
street, in the presence of a large assern- 
jlage of persons who had been attracted by 
.he unusual sight.' The balloon is a^large 
oiled linen one, being about thirty-five feet 
'n diameter, and about fifty feet in height 
'rom the car; to the top. The iuflati.on..wa3 
under the direction of .Mr. Jas. Allen,.,late 
of the firm of Allen i Hunt, and a. member 
of the Rhode Island marine.artillery. Mr. 
Allen, who .has had considerable experience 
n navigating the air, has been appointed 
asr.onautical engineer by the government, 
ind will be employed during the hostilities 
n taking, observations ..of . the enemy's 
camps, movements, <fcc. 
After the infla- 


ion was accomplished, the balloon', was 
moved'to the camp of the .Ehode. Island 
regiment, near Glen'wood, where it was sent 
up to a considerable'height. . .

Major Meyor, of the army,.who' is a sig- 


nal officer, will have .the snperinteqdence of 
he balloon, as.well as all other apparatus(of 
he kind used irijhe army. 


SOUTHERN DIET.—The following from 


he Richmond correspondent of tl.e Peters-

inst., refused to parade, and mutinied, as 
two of their number were being drummed 
out of the camp for stealing. They will be 
iseverely deilt with. 


Elsewhere we have seen it stated that 


these men had been plundering the enemy 
We do not object to their punishment, but 
we every day hear of rebels who have been 
caught prowling about our camps, either as 
spies or for th* purpose of assassinating 
sentinels, and they are not punished at all. 
If they will take the oath of allegiance they 
are set at liberty. An oath is nothing to 
a traitor. It is an ascertained fact that 
they do not consider it of the least conse 
quenee, and go on plundering and murder- 
ing as usual. They excuse themselves" by 
saying that the oath was taken upon com- 
pulsion, to saye their lives, and is therefore 
not binding. If our own troops are to be 
punished severely for plundering the enemy, 
we insist that traitors captured with arms 
in their hands or in any way opposing the 
government, shocld be served as they de- 
serve—either hung "or put to work on the 
trenches as convicts. 


The leniency of the government towards 


traitors, and the severity of discipline upon 
the soldiers in relation to the enemy's prop- 
erty and rights, is evidently having a bad 
effect upon the troops at Fortress Monroe, 
as well as elsewhere. If traitors captured 
are set at liberty without punishment or 
evep detention, why risk life to capture 
them ? If they steal and destroy govern- 
ment property and that of loyal men, with 
impunity, why drum our soldiers out of 
camp for doing the same thing ? 


There certainly, must be some change in 


dealing with these traitors or the country 
wiil weary o:? its efforts to sustain the gov- 
ernment, and our soldiers will become dis- 
en.'jted with tho service in which they are 
engaged. We d« not desire a bloody and 
revengeful policy, but traitors must be pun- 
ished for their crimes, at least with as much 
severity as oar own soldiers who violate the 
rules of civilized warfare.

, Pa., June 12. 


We arrived at this village early this mor- 


ning. It lies fifty-two miles south-west of 
Barrisburg, and is quite a pretty place for 
a military encampment. You may wonder 
why we changed our destination, which was 
;o be Harrisburg. At Altoona, Col. Stark- 
weather received a despatch from General 
Scott, placing him under the command of 
3en. Patterson, and ordering him here.— 
The news was enthusiastically received by 
us. It places us within two days' march of 
Harper's Ferry, on which point we expect 
;o move soon. We have pitched our .tents 
,n a field of clover, a mile from Chambers- 
aurgh, and on the line of the Cumberland 
Valley B. E. 


There are some one hundred U. S. trans- 


ports in camp, drawn by huge Pennsylva 
nta horses. Four miles west of us twenty 
regiments lie encamped. 
Picket guards 


are everywhere stationed, and all suspicious 
persons are taken as spies. These are all 
;he facts I can glean at present, but shall 
keep you informed of these things as fast 
as they occur, and as briefly as possible. 


Leaving Pittsburgh, from which I last 


wrote, we started for the mountains,, over 
the Pennsylvania railroad. Here we came 
to the sublime in scenery, aud which, but 
for my short space, I would try to depict to 
your minds. Through deep ravines and 
dark tunnels, up and down over steep 
grades, along mountain sides and foaming 
rivers—the Monongahela and others—we 
hurried on toward Harrisburg. 
At Altoo- 


na—our regiment having taken three trains 
at Pittsburg—we waited for the third train, 
the first ono having reached before us, and 
had a warm cup of coffee. 
The boys pass- 


ed the sentinels and had the town bought 
out of cheese, sausages, and other camping 
victuals, in quick time. 


After quitting Altoona, quite an excite- 


ment was created though onr car by a re- 
port that the cartridge car was on fire. The 
train was immediately stopped, and the axle 
from which the fire originated allowed to 
cool. 


At Huntingdon, innumerable pretty girls 


surrounded ua, and distributed roses and 
smiles. A gentleman also distributed ci- 
gars by the box.' Here, too, we struck the 
"blue Juniata," along whose lovely banks 
we strayed until sunset. Such a sunset 1 
The sky draped in every conceivable hue, 
and the waters reflecting them, setting off 
the emerald hills with a shade to suit the 
most fantastical imagination. 


Midnight and Harrisburg were reached 


together, where we again "coffeed" up, and 
waited over an hour. An accident occur- 
red to one of company H's men as we hear- 
ed Harrisburg, luckily resulting -without 
loss of life. It came about as follows : The 
man was asleep, and at the cry, " Harris 
burg:—put on knapsacks !'' he started from 
his seat, passed the sleepy sentinel, and 
stepped from the train, which was running 
rather slowly at tLe time. He was picked 
•up, aud his wound—a cut in the head 
properly dressed. He is now doing well. 


Owing to my short allowance of time, I 


have had to leave out a goodly number of 
facts which I sLo;;id have otherwise notic- 
ed. Indeed, tha route and receptions gave 
food enough for a volume, but " short,, and 
as sweet as possible," is the motto of

CONFISCATION AND REPUDIATION AT THE 


SOUTH.—Within the past few days there 
have been some transfers of bank and other 
stock owned by northern parties to resi- 
dents here, not in the way of actual sales, 
but as a cover to property that is consider- 
ed jeopardized by the hostile relations exist- 
ing between this confederacy and the aboli- 
tion government at Washington. A case 
in point occurred yesterday where a party 
applied to the-Mechanics and Traders' bank 
to transfer certain shares of stock to him- 
self under a power of attorney transmitted 
from New York. The president of the 
bank entertained serious doubts as to the 
propriety and legality of such a transfer, 
addressed a communication to the attorney 
general of the state, soliciting his opinion 
m the premises. The answer of this officer 
is conclusive as to the illegality of the pro- 
ceeding. He pronounces every negotia- 
tion, agreement or contract between a per- 
son domiciled in the confederate states and 
an alien enemy, such as those must be 
deemed who are domiciled in the United 
States, to be absolutely Hull and void. No 
intercourse, other than a hostile one can be 
tolerated between the people of the two sec- 
tions. The remittance of money for any 
purpose is unlawful and forbidden. So far 
as the latter point is concerned, congress 
haa provided by special enactment that all 
payments to the enemy are prohibited.—2V.

The reports of the Bethel affair, which, 


in this " remote, melancholy (and terribly) 
slow" country, we have just received, call 
up some similar occurrences in the skir- 
mish at Phillippi. Portions of the two at- 
tacking columns at Phil'ippi actually firec 
on each other, precisely as the federal 
troops at Bethel did, and the fact that they 
were over half a mile apart was all that 
prevented a terrible slaughter. 


Such facts furnish a sad comment upon 


the discipline and knowledge of tactics, 
not of the troops, but of many of our offi- 
cers. There is no want of pluck on the 
part of our troops. What is terribly need- 
ed is a supply of officers who know, and 
will attend to their business. Too many 
of those in authority got their positions 
through friends at court, through shrewd 
gerrymandering o.f regiments, and.;the dis 
reputable wire-pulling which may be allow 
able.to the politician, but must be disgrace 
ful to the soldier. It is to be hoped that 
the Ohio regiments now re-organizing for 
the war will profit by their experience. 


The two deserters from the rebel army,

Tine Battle at Great Bethel.

yea's regiment of Zouaves. It gives much^ 
the best description o£ this'.'affair that we 
have seen: '

DEAK SISTER : My time has been so much 


occupied since the receipt of your very 
iind letter.that! have found it imp&lible 
;o make a prompt reply, and; if 6ae;o'f 'those 
aullets -which flew around our heads so 
thickly day before yesterday, had come in 
contact with my 'precious body,'! am afraid 
.t-would have remained'unanswered forever. 
But here I am writing you in my tent, on 


little box ten or: twelve inches square, and 


sitting in a most outrageouapositioD/with-: 
out a scratch or wound of any sort, and-' 
suffering only from a very severe dose of 
laudanum and castor oil administered by 
;he surgeon .this mornin™. 


But I suppose you would like to have a 


detailed account of our first engagement, 
and I will give you one,, which you can rely 
on as being, correct. 
The first intimation 


we received of d march was on Sunday 
night at'sunset. After parade each com- 
jauy was marched to- the ordnance ' tent 
and supplied, with twenty rounds of ammu- 
nition. We then received one day's rations 
and notice to be ready to. start at a mo- 
ment's warning. At ten o'clock the regi- 
ment was formed in silence and the order 
given to march. None knew our destina- 
tion, excepting the officers, and they are al- 
ways very uncommunicative on such occa- 
sions. Being the advance guard we took 
the right of the line, and as . wa marched 
by the camps^of other regiments, the diu 
and bustle proved that Gen. Butler had 
roused himself and intended a night attack 
on the enemy in.sijma direction. We were 
transported over Hampton Creek by sever- 
al flat boats, in charge of the much abused 
naval brigade, and by the time we were 
formed on the opposite side and ready to 
march it was nearjy one o'clock. 
There 


was no moon, but a bright, clear starlight. 
We were now advancing directly on the 
road to the enemy, and accordingly compa- 
ny H., Capt. Kilpatrick, was thrown out to 
net. as skirmishers. .Wo had proceeded 
about four miles, when suddenly Capt K. 
was challenged by one of the enemy's sen- 
tinels three times with '^Who goes there 7" 
The captain finally sang out " Who stands 
there," and reciving no answer he sprang 
forward with his men and captured three 
of the rebels, one an officer who was vain- 
ly endeavoring to mount a splendid horse. 
They had scarcely been carried to the rear, 
when we heard heavy cannonading and re- 
ports of small arms, apparently about two 
miles back, and supposing the other regi- 
ments, four in number, had found the bat- 
tery of the enemy and wera carrying it, we 
immediately retraced our steps and upon 
arriving at the field, learned to our distress 
that the Tth regiment had mistaken, the 3d, 
Col. Townsend's of Albany, for the suemy, 
and opened upon them with three field 
pieces aud a full discharge of musketry. 


Ten poor fellows were wounded, two mor- 


tally, by this unfortunate blander, and as I 
saw the life-blood ebbing from their wounda 
as they lay stretched out on the stoop of a 
small farm house near by, I piti-ed their sad 
fate. 
A consultation was now held as 


to what course should be pursued, and 
finally the order was given to advance, and 
we agaitt took up our line of march for the 
enemy. While passing a farm house about 
two miles farther on, we were fired at by 
two secessionists. They were instantly ta- 
ken prisoners and their dwelling burned to 
the ground. We next fired a school house 
in which the enemy had been drilling but a 
short time previous. 


Owing to the accident in the morning, a 


part of one or two of the regiments did not 
advance with us, and I think our eSeeti-ra 
force amounted to about to about twenty- 
six hundred men. Our road was lined with 
woods on either side; the thick under- 
brush made splendid positions for the ene- 
my to take ambush. We were now, with- 
out knowing it, (I am speaking o'f the men) 
about one mile from the secession forces, 
and an old darkey passing by told us there 
were plenty of them just beyond a grove 
of pines which he pointed out to us. We 
were halted, the artillery sent on to the lane 
and planted, and our regiment drawn across 
the road with the right resting on, the line, 
of the woods. Companies H and I were 
sent out on the left to skirmish, and K was 
ordered to scour the woods on the right. 
We had pushed our way about half way 
through, when we heard the report of can- 


non, 
followed by !oud cheering. .Suppos: 


ing the regiment was charging, Capt. Wins- 
low ordered us out into the road, where we 
found the iliffere'-it companies forming and 
preparing to make a dash at the enemy. 
At this moment a abell from their cannon 
came whizzing directly down the road, and 
burst about three rods in front of me. 
It 


is strange, but there waa not a man wound- 
ed by it. A moment mors, and a man was 
shot dead by a ride bullet, standing on the 
opposite side of the road from me, and a 
young fellow ran down the road with his 
elbow shattered by a shot, saying " go on, 
boys," while the tears ran down his cheek, 
I then begun to realize where I was. The 
enemy completely covered the road with 
their rifled cannonj and commenced throw- 
ing grape, cannister and sharpened shot 
with great precision. The order was given 
to take to the woods on the right, which, 
was quickly obeyed. 
" 
. 


The firiug from the enemy, was now fear- 


ful—report following report in quick suc- 
cession, and if they had been able to have 
depressed their range, the slaughter would 
have been dreadful; but their cannon were 
so planted in a deep pit that they .could not 
cease firing long enough to move them. 


Onr three field-pieces were worked by as 


brave a set of men as ever drew the breath 
of life. 
Their lieutenant, in 'particular, 


was the coolest man I ever saw; but while 
in the act of loading, a piece of. shot from 
the enemy took off. ),he side of his head 
and killed four of his men. They were 
from the regular army. 


While lying in the woods, James Taylor, 


a nephew of'Moses T-1—^ was shot •acci- 
dentally by one of'his ' coinp'any,, the ball 
passing almost through his body. He lived 
until we inarched to Hampton, on our re- 
turn, and. died. ; ; . ' ; : . : : ; , . 
'...'.' 


; We were now. ordered to attack the bat- 
tery by the left flank, and the men. without 
fattering dashed across ffie ibad^ over this 
felioey through the orchard up to the cover 
of the fence and sheds and opened a fire 
of musketry. : I was running across the 
field, and had nearly reached;the/ence when 
a young fellow belonging to out company 
•was-struck on the shin bone of his .leg and 
fell flat on his face. The enemy's fire sit 
this time was ,yery severe. Fearing that 
he might .receive a death-wound lying in 
such an exposed situation, our second lieu- 
tenant and myself carried .him behind U 
small' house near1 the lane and laid him in 
the shade. The ordur was now given to 
retire from, the fenco and sheds and join 
the main body, which was some distance ii 
the rear. Many were shot while retreat- 
ing, although the'number killed, in propor- 
tion to the shots from tho enemy, was very 
slight. Thinking it best to carry the young 
man to the rear as soon as possible, as pur 
troops were all-in retreat, I succeeded in 
getting him behind the house on the oppo- 
site side of the lane, and while in a stoop- 
ing position, assisting him to He on hia 
back, a round shot came tearing through 
both walls of the house, passed directly 
over my back arid buried itself in the earth 
a few feet beyond. It was the narrowest 
escape I had from death during the day. 
Seeing the house was riddled with shot holes, 
I made up my mind to leave the premises 
as soon as convenient, and succeeded in 
getting to the rear without any farther 
trouble. 
; . . • • • 


A general retreat was now ordered,-and 


the small army, marched rapidly home with- 
out leaving a'detachment to pick up the 
dead and wounded orprotect the stragglers. 
Some of our wounded and dead were taken 
by the enemy aud buried. I believe they 
took very g'opd care, of our wounded.— 
I never went through such a day's work in 
my life. We were up twenty-four hours 
without a moment's rest, and marched thir- 
ty miles, with three hours' hard fighting. 


I have made a very poor attempt at giv- 


ing you an account of the first trial of the 
bravery of the zouaves j but I can say that 
if I've not succeeded, they did, and deserve 
the greatest credit. It has taken me two 
days and a half to write this letter, and if 
I had not made extra exertion this morn- 


ing, 
I am afraid it never would have been 


finished.
